Enthusiastic Mass Meeting.

A mass meeting  of the citizens
»f the town wus held in the conrt
nouse Tuesday afiernoon to consid-
or the matter of devising merus of
inducing Cul. F. N. K. Bailey to
continue to enndnet the South Car-
olina Co-Educational  Institute
nere instead of woving itelsewhere,
Practically every business interest
of the town was represented and
5ith ope accord and with great ear-
nestoess all spoke in favor of keep-
ing the schvol here. J. L. Mims
was elected chairman of the mcet-
ing and L. W. Cheuthawm secretary.
Ex-Gov. J. C. Sheppard, the chair-
man of the board of trustees of the
vollege property, spoke at length
of the needed improvements of the
properiy, of the benefit of the in-
stitution to the town and urged
that every possible effort be put
forthto induce Col. Bailey to re-
main. Gov. Sheppard made a clear
aud concise statement of what dis-
position in the past the board has
made of the annnal rental, all of
it having been used to pay insu-
rance, to pay interest on the mooey
borrowed w0 complete the building
and to make some small credits on
the notes in bank. His presenta-
tion of the entire matter was open,
uonest, forceful, effective. ®

Asg there has been some misun-
derstanding concerning Col. Bail-
ey's alleged connection with the
graded school and as to the dis-
bursement of the public school
funds, the chairman requested Mr.
A, BE. Padgeut, the chairman of the
board of trustees of the graded
school, to explain the manner of
wanaging the graded school. Mr.
Padgett emphatically stated that
the board employs the teachers,
fixes their salaries and disburses all
of the public school funds, not oue
dollar of which goes into Col.
Bailey’s pocket or is paid to the S.
C.C.1. The special levy of two
mills voted 6 or 8 years ago is
used to pay teachers in the graded
gchool, and. as this fund is inade-
quate, the board of trustees, of
which Mr. Padgdtt is chairman, is
compelled to chargea small fee
every two months or make the
school term shorter. Mr. Padgett
likewise spoke of the advantages of
Laving such a sehool as Col. Bail-
ey’sin Edgefield and urged that it
be kept here. Hon. J. Wm. Thur-
mond spoke with emphasis along
the same line.

The meeting was practically
without a discordant note. Col.
Mayson wasamong those who ad-
dressed the meeting, and he is8
strongly in favor of maintaining
the ipstitution in Edgefield but ob-
jeéts to paying moure tazes. A
more enthusiastic meeting of the
citizens has mever been held, show-
iy the deep and abiding interest
that our people feel in the splendid
institution that has fbeen as leaven
to the entire coanty educationally
for the past 15 years,

The meeting zecomplished the
purpose for which it was called by
the enthusiastic adeption of the fol
lowing resolution which was offes-
ed by Gov.

be made to put the Institute build-
ing in proper condition for its prop-
er maintenance.

4th, That the Semator and mem-
bers of the House of Representa-
tives from this connty wre requested
Lo cause an act to Dbe passed by the
Legislature to authorize a levy of
taxes to be made upon the property
within the corporate limits of vihe
town of Edgefield; to reimburse
whoever may advance the money
with which to pay for such repairs
and improvements, and tc discharge
the present indebtedness of the
Board of Trustees, incurredin the
repairs and improvements on and in
connection with the Institute.

The bailding committee as pro-
vided in the foregoing resolution
will be appointed at onece, and the
matier of repairing and improving
the property will begin as early as
weather conditions will permit.

It is believed that Col. Bailey
will now reject all offers and decide
to remain in Edgefield, which 18
practically the universal wish of
our people.
